Ollicer Shepherd, sworn, stated that on 
Sunday morning last he w.is on duty at 
the Driard House. Uo went to the hotel 
that morning between 8 and 9 o'clock 
with Councilhir Shears, who drew his at- 
tention to the prisonm-, vho was leaving 
in the rear of the ImiiMe uilli a coui)le of 
blankets in hia aims. U'ltness came out 
at the front door and went to the alley- 
way leading into Fort street, and saw the 
prisoner on his way along thoro. Tho 
prisoner tinned at the lower end into 
another passage. Witness followed and 
prisoner dropped the bliinkets and ran 
and was afterwards arrested at Howman's 
stables. 

Mr. Walls said his honor hail power 
under the suininary l rial by consent act 
to try caseo where the value did not ex- 
ceed §10. The information laid the value 
in the [iresent instance at SI). 

Mis lioiicir thought that the case was 
a too serious one and might have to be 
sent to a higher court. 

Louis Uedon, sworn, stated ho was one 
of the proiirietors of the Driard House. 
The tire was extinguished by S o'clock in 
the morning. The blankets produced be- 
longed to their firm. The [irisoner wa.s 
not in their employ and was not authori- 
zed to take the blankets. The blaukets 
were not marked and there was nothing 
by which to identify them particularly. 
Witness did not go u]> stairs at all. 

August F.iU'de testitied he was eliief of 
tlie tire department aiul was al the lire on 
.Sunday morning. The prisoner was a 
tireinan and was on duty at the llio. It 
is the duty of a liieman to save property 
from water and lire. The main body of 
the tirenien left about 8 o'clock. Prisoner 
rejoined tlii' department lately, but had 
been in it [ireviously three or fmir years. 
Had known him ten ye.ira and believed 
him to lie res|)ectahle. He was one of 
the few tluil worked at the tire that 
morning, and was wet throttgh. Wittics.s 
as chief engineer did not order prisoner 
to remove tho blankets, nor to roinain 
behind on duty, .\bout 7 'JO tho engines 
ceased playini; on the Driard Houru. 
Prisoner had charu'e of a branch and w.is 
working hard. Witness had not charge . f 
the firemen individually, hut gave lii.s 
orders to the foremen of tho ditlereiit 
oompaiiios. The in.siirance companies 
generally took charge ol tlu' property, but 
no agents being there, lie reiiuested Su- 
perintendent O'Connor to look after the 
matter. It is the duty of a liremiin who 
saves property to [ilaco it along with the 
rest of the goods. 

Councillor Shears testified that ho saw 
tho prisoner in the Driard House a little 
after 8 o'clock in the nioniing carrying 
some blankets down stairs and told otlicer 
She|iherd of the fact. Thoro was one 
hose playing on the t.iji of the building. 
I'ri.soi.er left by tho back door. 

Edward Dossetor testified that he s.iw 
tho prisoner on Sunday morning coming 
down the alley way from the Driard House 
with a ])ack of white blankets. Prisoner 
ilropped the blankets on turning the 
corner at tlie end of the cabins and ran 
away, the police oIlieiM' pursuing. The 
otlicer then left the blankets in his charge 
and L. P. Louis afterwards called for 
them by order. 

Mr. iSlorley ti'stified lie was foietiiaii of 
the Tiger company. The prisoner was at 
the lire ami iiolongs to Deluge company. 
Ho worked manfully from i.' o'clock till 
8, but was away at timos through his 
orders. He must have carried out over 
.>rT)00 worth of stutt' Ijy witness' oideis. 
'iS'itiiess took some tliiiij^'s out hiinielf 
when there was a watchniaii at tho door. 
Ho packed things and laid them on the 
sidewalk and grabbed a Siwa.sh who was 
stealing. Witness told the prisoner to 
pack out everything he c«ml(l lay hold of. 
The order was given between 3 and 4 
o'clock, and had no limits. .-Mniiit (i and 
also after 7 a. m. witness sent prisoner 
for dry clothes, and he ;is well as the 
chief engineer changed in tho prisoner's 
room, There was n scircity of firemen to 
work the engine that morning ; five 
lengths of hose biirsted. iVIen cannot 
stand the smoke the whole time, and 
wlien they are ni:t working I hey are eiii- 
phjyed in saving property. The property 
riMiioved fioiu tlu^ Driard House was in 
Boiiie castas taken as f;ir as Fort stri'et. 

Mr. Wall.s contended that the evidence 
of the intention of theft was very weak. 

The pri.soner was remiinded on bail till 
to-inorrow as some other evidence will bo 
produced.

Oflicer Ibiugh stated that at o'clock 
on IMonday evening he received iiiforiiia- 
tion that the jirisoiier had robbeil the till 
of the Paiik Fxchaiige saloon. He found 
prisoner sitting in a back room of the St. 
Nicholas Hotel. Witness was in [irivate 
clothes. Ho told [irisoner he was an ofh- 
cor, and showed his badge. He asked him 
to come out in the barroom, as ho wished 
to speak to him. When he came out wit- 
ness told him he was accused of robbing 
the till ill the Bank Exchange saloon, 
Yates street. I'risoiier said he was mis- 
taken. Witness asked him if he objected 
to being taken to a private room and 
searched. He said he would allow no 
one to search him. Witness then ar- 
rested him. Witness put hia hand on the 
prisoner's left shoulder and took him by 
the jirni and told him he was his (iriaonor. 
Prisoner put Ins hand into the right hand 
pocket of his p.ints and took out ilie 
pistol produced. 11 was in the act of 
raising it when Mr. Haack caught hold of 
his right arm and wrist and witness took 
hold of .the piaiol. Mr. Ilaack also 
caught hold of the pistol, and there was 
quito a struggle in getting it from the 
prisoner. Tho pistol when taken was 
cocked and loaded in- four clmmbcra, the 
lifth being unloaded, .-^fter the pistol 
was taken from tho prisoner he was liand- 
cutl'ed. N\'illie3s hail exaiuuied the pistol 
and found it loaded with powder and ball. 

Potor Uaacli testitied he was btirkeep- 
or of the Bank Exchange saloon and that 
the till w.as robbed on llie "Jiid insc. He 
pointod out tho prisoner to oflicer Hough 
the siimo svuiiing in the St. Nicholas ho- 
tel on Government street. Oflicor Hough 
and tho prisoner camo into the bar ropfn. 



Odiuer Hoimli siaike to prisoner alone, 
then be ciillud wiiness. liuugh reumrk- 
ed to prisoner "you won't let me search 
youi" the prisoner said "no." Tiie oiH- 
ccr placed him under arrest. Prisoner 
stood up, tho oflicor caught hold of him 
by the left arm. They walked together 
a few steps, when prisoner put his hand 
into bis right pants pocket, and all at 
ouco witness saw a eucked pistol in pris- 
eiior's hands, the inuzzle being pointed 
to ollicer Hough.

"Whits V2. Chinoaj Labor. 

There are those who have stoutly con- 
tended, and still contend, that certain in- 
dustries cannot be successfully carried on 
ill this country, indeed on this coast, 
without Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two — cigar-making 
and fish-canning. It his lioon broadly 
held that the cheaper labor and more 
nimble fingers of the i\longol are essen- 
tial tn tho manufacture of cigars on tho 
Pacific eosist — that ia, so as to compete 
.successfully with othtT countries. Acting- 
under that conviction those embarking in 
cigar making in San Francisco employed 
Cliiiiese labor alimist exclusively. But, 
as has been the case in boot and shoo 
making, in tailoiin|_' and other branches 
of industry in San Fraiiciico, "John" has 
to a great extent advanced from the posi- 
tion of omployeo to that of boss manu- 
facturer, and it is an undeniable fact that 
the great bulk of the cigars manufactured 
in San Francisco to-day aio not only 
m.innipulated by Mongolian fingers, but 
are the product of Chinese establish- 
ments. Two or throe years ago Mr. 
.lohn Kurtz embarked in tho inauufucturo 
of cigars at Victoria, and he courageously 
inscribed "No ri.incse Labor" on his 
trado-niiu 1;. Priemts doubted. Wise ones 
predicted f,dliii-e. '"Vou cannot," stiid 
they, "coijipi-ie with Chinese labor in San 
Francisco; niuchless can you hope to com- 
pete with Chinese labor in Victoria. " But 
Mr. Kurtz was not to Vie discouraged iu 
this way. He had faith in white, fnm 
labor, and he pressed oniMird, adhering 
faithfully to his vmv that no slave or 
^longolian labor should be applied to the 
production of his cigars. .-Vnil what has 
been the result / The favorite cigar in 
British Columbia to-day is tho Kurtz 
cigar. It is found in every rcapectixble 
est:ilili^hnient where cigars are kept and 
eoiiio iisseiirs ask for it. There are to be 
found plenty of cigars manufactured by 
Chinese in San Francisco and in Victoria, 
and Some of tiioin havo very fine names, 
loo ; but no connoisseur who has amoketl 
tho Kurti! cigar would tolerate them. Not 
only has Mr. Kurtz's adventure boon en- 
tirely successful ill so f.ar as producing a 
lirst- rate article is concerned but ho has 
been tuccessful in securing the beat trade 
of tho country and, what is of vital im- 
portance, in demonstrating that the tiling 
can bo done with white labor at a satis- 
ftictory profit. In fact bo has practically 
pushed Chinese cigarmakiug to the Widl. 
On patriotic groiiiid.s he would havo a 
right to appeal to the country. P.ut he 
has no need to do that. Tho superior 
(piality of hia cigars apjieala irresistibly to 
the taste of the smoker. Oh! for a Kurtz 
in tho canning business.' We are por- 
sii:ided that pn.visel)- tlie s;une rusultn 
would follow, in so far as demonstrating 
the ftiot that white labor is preferable to 
the Chinese labor is concerned. — British 
( 'iilitnibian.
